'ghe disease dragged on. ‘Then January 1924 a case ot 
virulent smallpox from Canada broke out in the United 
States. People began to die, They lived sometimes only 
two or three days. The public became alarmed. Tey 
began to back up Dr. Vaughan, the health officer, He 
vaccinated «over 500,000 in a month, The disease was 
stamped out, but not until 163 persons had been placed in 
their graves. Virulent smallpox irom the same source 
was carried to Minnesota. In Minneapolis it caused 1,286 
cases with 363 deaths. Dr. Chesley traced it to 147 local- 
ities and the average fatility was 26 per cent. In Wash- 
ington, D. C., in 1925 there were 59 cases wlth 20 deaths. 
During the first quarter of this year there were in Los 
Angeles 812 cases with 136 deaths. Virulent smallpox 
is still with us, It is as cruel a disease as in the olden times. 
When there i; no smallpox, people say, “Why should we 
worry? Why should we be vaccinated?” That is what 
the 186 Los Angeles victnms said last year. Now it is too 
late. 

How many people are saying the same thing this 
year? What price will they pay? Inteljigence and vac- 
cination? Or indifference and = smallpox? Every 
physician and every board of health is ready to vaccinate 
you now—before it is too late. Have you consulted them 
as yet?
